REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Crtizens of Tyngsboro: 


Your committee submit the following report in relation 
to the schools of this town for the year ending March 20, 
1893: 

The people of ‘Tyngsboro’ are to be heartily congratu- 
lated upon the advanced position they occupy today in all 
matters pertaining to the public schools. 

The generous appropriations of your last annual meet- 
ing, in response to the suggestions made at that time, have 
enabled your committee to put in operation the long-talked-of 
scheme of consolidation and concentration of resource and 
effort in behalf of all the children in this little back-country, 
sparsely-settled town; the building of the new ‘‘ Winslow 
School,” authorized in 1890; a corps of progressive trained 
teachers, and an intelligent supervision of school work. All 
of these things have combined to place Tyngsboro’ in the 
front rank of towns of its class. 

The plan of district supervision for our schools has now 
been tried long enough to test its practical utility. Under 
this system the superintendent is able to give much more 
‘time to the Tyngsboro’ work than would be practicable under 
the old method. Giving his whole attention to the school 
interests, he naturally keeps well informed as to the latest 
and best methods of teaching, as well as to the current im- 
provements in text-books. His suggestions to the committee 
as to choice of teachers, his supervision of their methods 
and their school-room work is of the greatest value. Con- 
sidering that the advantages of this new system are secured 
(thanks to the liberality of the state) at a very little addi- 
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tional cost to the tax payers, we think the town is to be 
congratulated upon its successful inauguration. 

The consolidation of the schools has also added much 
to their practical usefulness. Under this system of work all 
the children of the town have an equal amount of schooling, 
and enjoy substantially equal advantages. More efficient 
teachers can be secured than would be possible under the 
old plan, and certain other advantages which have heretofore 
been enjoyed only by the children of the cities and larger 
towns. 

It therefore seems to your committee very desirable that. 
the plan of transportation adopted last spring should be con- 
tinued, and that a sufficient sum should be appropriated to 
secure satisfactory service in this department of our school 
work. 

In opposition to the consolidation scheme, a few have 
contended that the children would suffer detriment by ex- 
posure, consequent illness and absence. The record shows 
that the contrary has been the effect; that the tardy and 
absence marks are chiefly against those children who live 
within about one hundred rods of the school. During the 
fall term of the new primary school, Miss Hill, twenty-seven 
names appear on the roll. Of these, seventeen were trans- 
-ported. Five of the latter, and only one of the former, were 
neither absent nor tardy. ‘one of the ¢ardy marks appear 
against those coming in the town teams. 

The father of one family of three, says: ‘* They may 
talk as much as they please about hurting them; our chil- 
dren were never so well as they have been this year.” His 
children walk a half-mile to meet the town team, then ride 
two miles to school. 

It would seem that children living within five minutes’ 
walk of school need not be tardy twice the same day, but 
such is the record, and of more than one child, too. One 
little girl who has attended five terms, walking nearly a 
mile, has a record for two terms ‘‘ neither absent nor tardy,” 
and not a tardy mark for the whole time. Very great im- 
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provement has, however, been made in this respect over the 
past few years; how much is due to the good example and 
promptness of the transported ones is an open question. 

The opening of the schools in the new ‘* Winslow 
School” building, although delayed in consequence of its 
unfinished condition, until October 11, was verily a red-letter 
day in the new school era of this old town—the consolida- 
tion era. Without the new building, consolidation and con- 
centration was impossible. With it, many impossible things 
become possibilities. Better grading, fewer classes, fewer 
teachers and of a better grade, more time for each recitation. 
The children, as soon as they earn and deserve an advance, 
can more easily be placed in classes that will be for their 
greatest good. 

The new school building, although by no means per- 
fected, is very well lighted, the rooms unusually pleasant, 
and fairly convenient. Inspector John T. White visited the 
schools and made tests February 9 and March 9, of this 
year, for purity and quantity of air. He reports finding ten 
parts of carbonic acid in 10,000 parts of air. The limit of 
wholesome air is considered at not more than seven parts of 
carbonic acid in 10,000 parts of air. The quantity of air 
passing through the room, by way of the furnaces, was 
found to be a fraction less than twenty cubic feet per minute, | 
for each person occupying the room. Under favoring cir- 
cumstances twice that quantity can easily be made to pass 
through the rooms. He reports: ‘* The ventilation is fair 
for the number of pupils present, but uneven, and the mixing 
valves do not work well in reducing the temperature. If 
some changes were made to avoid friction, the system could 
undoubtedly be operated more economically.” 

It is very desirable that an appropriation be made at an 
early day for some necessary modifications and additions. 

The school building in District No. 3, known as 
«‘Tyngs’ Woods” school, has been thoroughly repaired and 
remodeled under authority granting an appropriation for that 
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purpose last April. The sub-committee in charge of the 
repairs, found such a state of things in the way of loose 
lathing and broken flooring, that it was found impracticable 
to put the house in good repair within the limit of the sum 
appropriated and appealed to the full board for instructions. 
In consideration of the undoubted fact that true economy 
demanded the completion of the repairs before replacing the 
school furniture, the board voted to authorize the sub-com- 
mittee to do so. They now have a neat, comfortable, and 
well ventilated little school room, with teacher’s closet and 
an alcove for children’s clothing. Miss Margaret E. Ayers 
has been the faithful and acceptable teacher the past year. 

In fact, all of our teachers for the current year have been 
efficient and generally satisfactory ; and the committee see 
no reason to fear that it shouid be otherwise in the future if 
the town continues the liberal policy of the past few years. 
It is the earnest recommendation of the committee in all 
school matters that the people should keep their faces stead- 
fastly set towards the rising, rather than towards the setting 


sun.

ORGANIZATION. 


With the growth of institutions and of our ideas of their 
object and their methods of work, comes a more urgent 
demand for organization. Nowhere is this fact more evident 
than in our educational system. The growth in meaning of 
education, a more comprehensive knowledge of the mind to 
be developed, and the consequent multiplicity of subjects of 
instruction and of methods of imparting knowledge, call for 
a most careful organization, if the energy employed for run- 
ning the required machinery is not to be wasted nor lost." 
Strongly believing in the above, an endeavor has been made 
the past year, to carefully organize the work of the schools, 
and the new conditions provided at the Center have greatly 
assisted in this work. Special attention has been given to 
the nature of the teaching force, to classification of the pupils, 
to the daily program, to examinations, and to term reports 
of school work. ‘The last two were sadly needed and their 
influence cannot help being strongly felt. 


COURSE OF STUDY-. 


In preparing a course of study, my object has not been 
to prescribe to teachers a certain amount of work for a speci- 
fied time, but rather to place in their hands an outline show- 
ing the logical steps in which the given subjects ought to be 
developed. In all lines of work we are governed to no small 
extent by circumstances. Circumstances change conditions ; 
a change of conditions gives rise to new demands, and hence 


an iron-clad system would be a positive injustice to both 
teachers and pupils. Too meet these demands a course of 
study must be made flexible and certain modifications must 
be made by teachers and supervisor from time to time. For 
instance, in the course of reading, it is not intended nor ex- 
pected that every class or every pupil will do the same 
amount of work in the same time, or that each individual 
will swallow whole every book in the order designated in 
the course of study. The aim is to teach the child to read 
intelligently and with expression, and to cultivate in the 
child a taste for such reading as will be useful to him in sub- 
sequent life. Consequently, such steps have been marked 
out, and such books and such parts of books have been 
selected as would accomplish this purpose. In the regular 
readers the pupil receives his special drill; in the supplemen- 
tary reading, he gathers useful information ; in the collateral 
reading, the library is called into use and he is introduced 
to books adapted to his attainments. In the same tone, if 
épace allowed, it might be written of the other subjects 
included in the course of study. 


REPORTS OF SCHOOL WORK. 


These are required from teachers at the close of each 
term and’ include a statement of the work of each child in 
school. In these reports the names of pupils are written 
under their respective classes, and the exact work which the 
class is doing in arithmetic, language, geography, and other 
studies, is stated topically and with reference to the particular 
text-book used. The advantages of such a report are many. 
In the first place, our teaching force constantly changes. 
Heretofore this has meant that new teachers, on beginning 
their work in our schools, have done so without any definite 
knowledge of the work that had been accomplished. De- 
pending upon indefinite and meagre information received 
from the pupils themselves, the result has been a complete 
misunderstanding of the child’s ability and of his proper rank 
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in school. Children have been declared too far advanced, 
not thorough, stupid, etc., and, regardless of consequences, 
they have been hurried back to repeat what in reality they 
already knew. Now, a new teacher is introduced to her 
school with a course of study and with a reliable statement 
of where, in that course of study, the different pupils are 
working. The additional instructions given are to advance 
along the lines indicated. Consequently, no time is lost, 
little confusion is caused, and the child aroused from its in- 
activity, caused, perhaps, both by a long vacation and the 
unfamiliar ways and methods of the new teacher, avoids the 
illogical conclusions concerning his ability and maintains his 
former rank. In the second place, parents often express 
dissatisfaction with the progress made by their children. 
When such a case is referred to the superintendent, reference 
to these reports, together with an examination of the given 
child, enables him to state whether the child is making satis- 
factory progress or not and to make such changes as circum- 
stances may warrant. Again, these reports furnish data for* 
a careful comparison of what schools are doing under simi- 
lar and dissimilar conditions, and permit a just judgment of 
what ought to be required of different schools. They give 
emphasis to the idea already advanced in my previous report, 
that it is useless to require from our schools under their 
present conditions, the same variety or the same quantity of 
work as can be done in places where a large teaching force 
is employed, ample accommodations are provided, and the 
best apparatus is supplied. These reasons, together with 
the fact that these reports have an educational value to the 
teacher, are sufficient to account for their existence and to 
demand their continuance. 


SCHOOL NUMBER THREE. 


During the summer vacation the building occupied by 
this school was thoroughly repaired, and excellent accommo- 
dations were thus prepared for a much larger number of 
pupils than attend at the present time. The size of this

school is its greatest hindrance to the best work, and, until 
this is changed, parents, teachers, and school officers must be 
content with small results at a great expenditure of energy. 


CENTER SCHOOLS. 


At the beginning of the fall term marked changes were 
made in these schools. The system of consolidation was for 
the first time fully inaugurated; pupils, not only at the Center 
but from outlying districts, were furnished with better accom- 
modations in the new building, and the school work was 


organized in three departments. At present the Primary: 


department consists of two classes, the first and second; the 
Grammar of three, the third, fourth, and sixth; and the High 
School of three, the eighth, ninth, and tenth. Each class is 
now doing the year’s work in the course of study indicated 
by its name. From the above statement it will be observed 
that there are no fifth and seventh classes. However, a 
larger number of pupils and a greater diversity of ability, a 
condition of things which is liable to exist any year, would 
necessitate the formation of these classes. Such being the 
case, the classification in the different departments is liable to 
variation, and consequently no hard and fast line should be 
drawn to determine when classes should pass from one school 
to the other. From the time the schools were organized, as 
stated above, the school work, as a whole, has been in 
marked contrast with the work done previously, and gives 
emphasis to the arguments for consolidation advanced in my 
former report. Tyngsboro’ has good reason to be proud of 
her schools, and if it means high taxes and much sacrifice 
on the part of the people, an ample reward is sure to be 
received in the much better results which are being and will 
be derived from the superior advantages given for school 
work. 


BOOKS. 


During the year some much-needed changes have been 
made in this direction. Swinton’s Language Books and 
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Grammars were changed for Goddard and Southworth’s 
First Lessons in Language and Elements of Composition 
and Grammar; a part of the Normal Course in Reading was 
introduced; Eggleston’s First Book in American History 
was added to the supplementary reading: and Wentworth’s 
School Algebra was substituted for Greenleaf’s Algebra. 
Also, at the beginning of the winter term, Myer’s Roman 
History was introduced in the High School, and the study of 
this subject was commenced for the first time by the tenth 
class. ‘Thus far all of these books have proved remarkably 
well adapted to our schools. At present the most pressing 
need seems to be in the line of reference books and it is 
recommended that some books of this kind be supplied as 
soon as possible. Also I would suggest that Blaisdell’s 
Physiologies, or some other standard works on the subject, 
be examined with a view to introduction. 


STUDIES. 


All studies, with the exception of drawing, music, and 
the sciences, are being well taught in our schools, and good 
results are evident. However, these subjects should receive 
more attention than they have been receiving. Neither is 
there any good reason why they should not now be given a 
part, at least, of the recognition due them. Music, thus far, 
has received no attention. Some regular and systematic 
course of work, as the Normal Music Course, should be in- 
troduced, and each department should have a certain portion 
of work as in the other studies. .In drawing, a beginning has 
been made and the Prang Course of Instruction has been in- 
troduced. ‘Teachers have been provided with Prang’s Man- 
uals of Drawing, in which the work is carefully outlined and 
explained. Models will soon be furnished and the schools 
will then be fully equipped for work. Space forbids a dis- 
cussion of some of the plans by which the work in both the 
above subjects could be improved. ‘The attention of the 
committee, however, is called to the fact that such plans exist 
and are worthy of most careful consideration. The study of 
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the natural sciences is always more interesting and valuable 
if it is accompanied with experiments. Consequently some 
apparatus is desirable, and I would recommend that at least 
an air pump or an electric machine be purchased for the 
coming year. This could be done at a small expense and 
would form the basis for a large number of useful experi- 
ments. 

In conclusion allow me to express my thanks to teachers 
and to the committee for their continued co-operation with 
me in my work.

FIFTEENTH ANNUAL LIBRARY REPORT. 


No better indication of the interest which our towns- 
people take in the Public Library could be wished for than 
that which even a cursory glance at the new quarters which 
the books now occupy would reveal, and your trustees feel 
encouraged to believe that the institution is destined to grow 
and expand indefinitely. 

Having in mind the very unusual expenses incurred for 
the completion and furnishing of the recently erected public 
buildings, there has been a feeling of hesitation about adding 
to the burden by doing very much toward the necessary 
preparation of the room for the purpose intended. The 
constantly increasing number of books, by purchase and 
otherwise, render it imperative that more shelving be put in, 
and that immediate steps be taken to complete a general 
catalogue for the use of patrons, and we hope to accomplish 
both objects the ensuing year. The deleterious effects of 
the unavoidable closing of the library for so long a time 
(fifteen weeks) the past year, was well illustrated by the 
want of interest and decrease of patronage manifested at the 
opening, and it took several months to bring the circulation 
up to the old average, thus showing how quickly and easily 
our human establishments will succumb under neglect, 
whether compulsory or otherwise. 

Your trustees are unanimous in believing that all true 
friends of the Tyngsboro’ Public Library will unite with 
them in expressions of sorrow and regret that death has, 
within a few months, removed from our midst a firm support. 
Identified with the library from its first inception, and being 
so happily situated as to be able to spare more or less of his 
time and means for its welfare, his influence and assistance 
are a public loss, and only those who were associated with 
him in the management of the library can fully realize the

extent of his pride and interest in it. There cannot bea 
doubt as to the future success of the institution if the officers 
are imbued with the same spirit that actuated Daniel Parham. 
We congratulate the public and ourselves that we were

GENTLEMEN — The following is an abstract of the transactions 
of the several meetings held by the Town the past year. 


At the Annual Meeting holden April, 1892, it was

Voted, That the town sell to Dr. G. A. Harlow, a strip of land 12 
feet wide in front of said G. A. Harlow’s premises. 

Voted, That the town sell A T. Davis a part of the town’s land in 
the rear of town hall building, &c.

Voted, To purchase land of H. H. Upton at $250. 

Voted, That all persons, not citizens of the town, shall pay for lots 
in the burying grounds. 

Voted, To indefinitely postpone building road to Forest Hill farm. 

Voted, To sell town farm. 

Voted, To accept provisions of Chapter 158 of Statutes of 1871 in 
regard to electing road commissioners. 

Voted, To sell Ferry lot to highest bidder. 

Voted, To furnish oil for the street lamps for the ensuing year. 

Voted, That the school committee be instructed to repair school 
house in District No. 3, and $200 be raised for the purpose. 


At a Special Meeting holden October 8, 1892 


Voted, 'To include a road commissioner to be chosen for three years 
and to be put on official ballot. 


Voted, That the memorial tablet be placed in town hall at once. 
Voted, To accept report of building committee. 


Voted, That the treasurer be authorized to borrow $500 to meet 
deficiency in building fund. 


At a Special Meeting holden Dec. 24, 1892. 


Voted, 'To leave matter of furnishing both upper and lower halls to 
building committee. 


Voted, That the treasurer be authorized to pay out of the town 
treasury a sum not exceeding $400 for furnishing town hall. 

Voted, To indefinitely postpone appropriating money to furnish new 
school house. 


At a Special Meeting holden Feb. 13, 1898. 


Voted, 'To reconsider the vote of June 4th, 1890, whereby the build- 
ing committee were instructed to prepare a short account 
of the principal events of the military career of all Tyngs- 
boro’ militia, soldiers and sailors, the same to be entered 
upon the town records. 


Voted, That no soldier or sailor who served in any war preceding 
the Revolution shall have his name on the memorial tablet. 


Voted, That the building committee is hereby instructed to suitably 
place in the town hall building at an expense not exceeding 
$300 a bronze or marble tablet in memory of the militia, 
soldiers and sailors who were born in, or credited to the 
quota of, Tyngsboro’, and who served in wars not earlier 
than the Revolutionary War, who have died in defence of 
their country, or from wounds or diseases contracted while 
serving their country.

Art. 7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to detray 
Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation for 

same, or act thereon. 

Art. 8. To see in what way the dog fund shall be used. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes for the ensuing year, or act 
thereon.
